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f R HE Attempts to fix the Charge 
ot Tumules, Diſorder and Rebel- 
lion on the Presbyterians in Scot- 
lid, arc fo open ard ſcandalous, and yet 
at the lame time fo ignorant and incon- 
tiftent, that I cannor but be frequently in- 
tercupting the Reader with theſe .things, 
and Ido it on a double Account. 

Firft to do —_—_ and ſet things in a 
clear Light, that the People in England may 
10t runaway with uaneceffary Concluſions, 
wrong and ill-grounded Prejudices, and 
conſequently be prepoſſeſs'd againſt tkeir 
Neighbours withou: Reaſon. 

That there bave been warm People and 
warm Procecdings in S:otland, 1 ſhall pre» 
teatly give youu a better Authority than my 
own to acknowledge z but that theſe Pro- 
ceedings are either own'd or encourag,'d by 
the Churcb, as a Body, dees not follow. 


Who has been the Engines at the Bottom 
to inflame weak and miſguided People to 
Extremes, I have all already made plain, 
and 1] am now with great SatisfaRion to tell 
the World, the People themſelves ſee thro' 
it, 1 dare ſay, you will find no more Preſ- 
byterians led pf R- Nolſle into a Faecobite 
Soare, and if the Jacobite Party expeRs any 
thing from Meff. Fobn Hepburn, Mefſ. Mac- 
lelane or Crawford, they will find themſelves 
miſtaken, thoſe Gentlemen will be very 
far from doing their Buſineſs. 

But this is not all, my ſecond Reaſon for 
this Atte mpt, is to open the Eyes of thoſe 
People in England, who are impos'd upon 
in the Accounts given of the People in Scor- 
land, in order to terrific us in England with 
the Apprehenſlions of ſuch rooted Averſi- 
ons, implacable Spirits, and irreconcilable 
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'Niceties in the Kirk of Sc0r}2rd to England, 
and to the Church of Ergl2n4; that they 
could never be taken oft, and that they 
would on no Terms come into the Treaty 
with any Sincerity. 

i heſe and abundance (uch like, fill the 
Mouths of our clamouring People, and on 
this Score, 1 think, it belongs fo a Peace- 
maker to allay and explain things, to cover 
Infirmity, and diſcover Truth 3 and letall 
things receive their native Deſcription, as 
what will b-ft conduce to the clearing up 
the Judgments of the People ia the main 
Points now before them. 

And firft they may thercfore obſerve, 
that the Kirk or Presbyterjians Of Scorlznd in 
general are fo far from approving the tv- 
multuous Proceedings of fume of their Bre- 
chren, that they have on all Occaſions dif- 
countenanc'd and diſcourag'd them ; and 
this is not only demonſtrated by the Circu 
lar Letter of the Commiſſion, but it appears, 
when ſome warm Presbyteries have been 
forward to break in upon the general Quiet 
by their Addreſſes, and mishchaved them- 
(etvcs to the Government jr that particular, 
they have receiv'd all juſt Diicouragements 
from others of their Neizhouurs. 

| bave once preſented you wit! Calcula- 
tions relating, to the Number of the People 
in the Royal Burroughs. who addreſs'd a- 
zainft the Union ; and i thought, fuch a 
Repreſentation of things would have con- 
vinCd People in England of that vulzar Er- 
ror, or Scandal rather, that all Scorland is 
againſt the Union 3 That Addrefles have 
come fom all Parts againft the Union, that

this, Ty, appear ; Inops, the Clamours 
of thoſe People will be Rtap'd, - who cry or, 
you are craming a Union down their 
Throats, 4nd forcing the Scots Kirk to a 
Union with Eyiſcop.zcy, 

But before I come to this, and while I 
am prrfeQing this Scheme, give me i-ave 
to open the Eres" ſome of onr miſynided 
People, who are poſſ-f.'d with a Beli-f of 
the Presbyeerian Cl-rgv h-ing againſt the 
Union, and preaching and praying againſt 
it in their Pulpits, by repeating to them a 
Part »f 1 S.rmon preach'd the 224. of De- 
comber in te new Kirk at Edinburgh, by an 
hoeft plain Dountry Miniſter, one Mr. Bur- 
net Minifter of Faykirk, and a Member of 
the Commiſhon, appointed by them to 
preach ; and fake thisalong with you, tit:

Obſerving Nebemizh addrefhirg bumbly 
to the King of Perſia, h* ſays, I always 
undecRtood it to be Tyranny in Princes to 
hinder their Free Subj?&s from ad- 
dreſſing them 3 but when Addreflcs are to 
be made, they onght to be mide in all hum- 
ble Manner, in Reſpect to the Authority 
of Goverment. But 1 cannot but ſay, ſays 
he, that 1 have ſeen ſome of the Addreſſes 
made co this Parliament, wh:ch bear in the 
Erontiſpzice th2 Words of an HUMBLE 
PETITION; but when I conlider the 
Matter of them, / thini, the Title ſhould 
have been a bo14 Declaration in Oppefition to 
Authority.

That it look'd very unlike the Humility 
of Addrefic-, ro come to addreſs a Guvern- 
ment with Sword in Hand. 

That thoſe People, who took ſuch irregu- 
lar Courſes, thought very mickle of chem- 
ſelves, and that they had very much Wit, 
who would faite Means tor. the Advyance- 
ment of the Glory of GOD, which GOD 
himſelf had not appoiared, as if GOD had 
not Widom and Power to bring to pals his 
own Work ; and that this was doing ſo, 
was evident, ſince the Wrath of Man can- 
not work the Righteouſneſs of GOD. 

I do not ſay, that this Diſcourſe pleas'd 
all that heard it, ſome being preſent, who 
ta& had tco great a Hand in the tumultu- 
ous and diſreſpectful Addreff. : from ſeveral 
Parts of the Kingdom. Bnt the good Man 
was reloly'd co be plain with them, and 
therefore when he came to his S2rmon, he 
gave them a ſecond Part as ctteQual as 
the other. 

He told them, it was not his Choic? to 
preach here, buc he was appointed by his 
Brethren, bat ſiuce it was his Lot, he would 
diſcharge his Conſcience without Regard to 
pleaſing or 'diſplealing any body ; That 
what he was now to lay, he thought his 
Duty to juſtifie thePrinciples of this Church.

'A« for titoſe of our Way, thy” we were 
brenged in the !ate Times with being ſed;- 
tious, and hid not then an Opportunity to 
vindicate our ſelves z now evidently make 
1t appear, that that Charge was falſe and 
flanderous, in that we not only ſubmit to 
Authority, but bleſs GOD, that we enjoy 
the Freedom of our Religion by the You 
tection of a juſt Governmear. 

And from this Principle it is, that we 
own the QUEEN and her Authority, and 
we bleſs GOD for her Majefty, and hearti- 
ly acknowledge Her to be QUEEN, not 
only de FaRo, but de Fure.
